Trade In Mexico City Is In Peril of

MEXICO CIIY, Dec. 16.—Busi- 
ness conditions here are exceedingly 
sluggish to-day in view of what is 


considered an impending cras*. Mer- 
chants state tbat business during the 
holiday season will probably be less 
than in any month this year, leaviug 
mauy concerns with a large supply of 
stecks on which ther will be unable 
to realize even at a great loss.

VOLCANOES IN ERUPTION. 


Great Destruction Reported From

MELBOURNE, Australia, Dec. 16. 
—Despatches from Noumea, capital 
of the French Colony: of New Cale- 
donia, report that great destruction 
has been wrought »° a volcanic erup- 
tion in Ambrim Island, of the New 
Hebrides group. Six new craters were 
formed on the west coast Dec. 6. The 
following day Mount Minnie collaps- 
ed and many villages were over- 
whelmed by sterams of molten lava. 
The majority of the inhabitants 
sought refuge in canoes and boats, 
and a steamer rescued 500 of them. 

No casualties are reported among 
the white population, whose num- 
bers are small, but it is feared that 
many natives in the interior perishcd. 

Ambrim Islane is about 50 miles 
in circumference and is somewhat 
sparsely inhabited. 

Violent Shoek In Japan. 

TOKIO, Dec. 16.—The strongest 
earthquake in several years occurred 
bere yesterday and was felt over an 
extensive area. Houses in Tokio and 
Yokohama were violently rocked and 
the people were greatly alarmed. So 
far as cin be leurned there were no 
evsualties, and the damage was con- 
fined to windows and bric-a-brac. 

The yearly average earthquake re- 
{ecrd for Tokio is 96, according to 
the result of observations extending 
over 256 years. During the last 52 
years only two severe shocks have 
been experienced, ore in 1884 and 
the o_her ten years later.

Judgment Handed Out. 

Hudson v. Napanee River improve 
ment Co,—E. G. Porter, G.,. fer 
plaintiff ; W. S. Herrington, K. C. for 
defendants. Action by Louise Jane 
Hudson to recover $10,000 damages 
for death of her son, George Hudson, 
who, while driving along the highway 
on the approach to McCumber’s bridge | 
was carried away and drowned by 
water. which had washed away ap- 
proaches to the bridge, caused, it is 
alleged by negligence of defendants in 
allowing these waters. to escape by 
reason of their dam breaking. Judg- 
ment: The evidence completely fail- 
ed to establish any of these allegations. 
The dam was properly constructed, 
and the jury by facing that the 
negligence of defendant consisted * by 
not having watchmen "” negatived any 
other suggestion of negligence. I 
think also that the evidence shows 
that George Hudson, who knew of the 
break in the dam, was guilty of negli- 
gence, causing the accident in volun- 
tarily attempting with knowledge of 
the risk he ran to pass the place of 
danger Action dismissed under all 
the circumstances without costs, 
Thirty days’ stay.

The Poultry Show will be held in 
Napanee on January, 13, 14, and 15th, 
1914, in the town hall. The show will 
be larger and better than ever.

Winter Eggs. 

Eggs are high in price and will 
continue high this winter. The 
Adolphnstown egg circle have been 
offered 60c per dozen for new laid eggs 
to be shipped to-Ottawa, The major- 
ity of farmers with upwards of 100 
hens are not getting more than half-a- 
dozen eggsaday. Mr. G. B. Curran, 
of the Agricultural office, has conduct- 
an experiment in feeding for winter 
eggs. Three Rhode Island Red hens 
and 12 pullets,- May hatched, were 
placed in a shed house on November 
15th. They began laying at once, and 
have averaged over 6 eggs: a day for 
the month ending December 15th. 
The highest egg yield in one day was 
eight. The eggs have been sold at 50 
cents per dozen, so the return from 
the 14 hens has been 25cts. per day. 
The cost of feed $2. The system of 
feeding is extremely ° simple. The 
floor is covered with 4 inches of straw 
and each exeniog the morning feed is 
scattered in this litter, and the water 
fountains filled. At noon next day 
green feed is given and the eggs 


gathered. About 4 o'clock more grain 
is thrown into the litter and the birds 
scratch for food until roostin 


time. | 
Dry mash and beef scrap is before the 
birds at all times, in hoppers, so that 
if the birds are not fed in the after- 
noon they fillup on mash and beef 
scrap.
